Common are hand injuries caused 
by breaking a fall and abrasions 
from scraping against blacktop or 
pavement, King said. 

MOST SERIOUS skaters wear 
helmets, wrist guards, gloves and 
knee and shoulder pads to avoid in- 
juries, he said. 

With the popularity of skatboar- 
ding on the rise, the sale of skating 
equipment has also increased. 

“There are a lot of kids catching 
on to it,” said Will Aschinger, 
manager of the Sunset Surf Shop in 
Sunset Hills, Mo. 

WHEN HE started selling 
skateboards 3% years ago, 
Aschinger said, he sold about 20 
boards the first year. However, by 
the next year, he couldn’t count the 
large number sold.

GRANITE CITY — The city has 
withdrawn its petitions to place the 
issue of annexation on the November 
ballot, Mayor Von Dee Cruse said 
‘Thursday. 

Cruse said the petitions were be- 
ing withdrawn due to the need for 
more time to better inform the 
public. The request will be resubmit 
ted to the court for the ballot in April 
1987, he said. nz 

THIS DELAYS the proposed an- 
nexation program announced by 
Cruse in June to expand the city’s 
boundaries tothe Chain of Rocks 
Canal on the west, Interstate 270 on 
the north and Pontoon Beach on the 
east. This area included the Wilshire 
Manor and ‘Town and Country sub- 
divisions located on the eastern edge 
of the city. 

The plan would have added 5,000 
acres and approximately 6,000 
residents to the city. 

The postponement does not affect 
the annexation petitions of the

James Thompson sign- 
ed HB 1467, which took effect im- 
mediately, regarding annexations

Besides traffic and sewer pro- 
blems, she said, she believes the 
condominiums could spark higher 
property taxes for residents of the 
area.

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Military in burger war 


WASHINGTON — You might call 
this ‘‘Whopper of the Week.’” Burger 
King and the Army and Air Force 
PXs are expanding the fast-food 
chain's franchised outlets on military 
bases-in this country and overseas, 
despite outcries from rival restaura- 
‘teurs who do business outside the 
camp gates. 

Congress, which gave permission 
for the on-post Burger Kings in the 
first place (as well as for McDonald’s 
outlets on Navy bases), has effective- 
ly shrugged off the complaints. In 
July 1985, Congress declared a one- 
‘year moratorium on expansion of the 
military fast-food outlets and ordered 
the Pentagon to submit a report on 
the situation. 

Predictably, the Pentagon report 
justified the franchise operation, say- 
ing: ‘These nationally known restau- 
rants help develop a sense of pride 
vand satisfaction in the military com- 
munity,” especially overseas, where 
they provide “a bit of America” for 
our service men and women. 

Surprisingly, though, the report 
also stated: “There is no evidence of 
‘any substantial or direct impact on 
sales in the local civilian 
community.” 

The Defense Department investi- 
gators obviously didn’t interview ci- 
Vilian restaurateurs in Lawton, Okla., 
the nearest town to Fort Sill. But our 
reporter Jim Lynch did 

“They're taking tax money and 
competing with us,”’ complained Al- 
len Trueblood, who owns the two off- 
base Burger Kings in Lawton. His 
restaurant closest to Fort Sill has lost 
about $15,000 a month since the Bur- 
ger King on the base opened. 

Fort Sill is an open installation, 
which means civilians can drive or 
walk in and buy their Whoppers for 13 
cents less, because the base outlet

Percy Pulliam set up a pit barbe- 
cue restaurant near Fort Sill and his 
lunchtime business has dropped by 
one-third since the base Burger King 
opened. 

It’s not just the sales-tax differen- 
tial that’s killing the local fast-food 
operators. Shortly before the base 
Burger King opened, the command- 
ing general announced that a new 
regulation forbidding the wearing of 
fatigue uniforms off the post would 
be strictly enforced. Since the troops 
are almost always in fatigues, this 
had the. effect of giving the new Bur- 
ger King a monopoly on fast-food 
business most of the time. 

The PX shares its Burger King 
profits with. the base commanders, 
who put them in the “morale, welfare 
and recreation fund.” Fort Sill has 
netted about $26,000 since May out of 
the base Burger King’s $150,000-a- 
month gross. Worldwide, the Burger 
King military operation grossed $45 
milhon from February through July, 
with $7.4 million in profits for the 
PXs. 

In the past two years, the military 
has built 54 Burger Kings on Army 
and Air Force bases and 45 McDon- 
ald’s on Navy bases. Given Congress’ 
complacent attitude in the matter, 
the number of military fast-food out- 
lets may triple by 1990.

Parents must monitor pupils’ health, safety 


Summer’s wane means it’s back to 
school time for thousands of Illinois 
children. And while their parents’ 
thoughts may be on gathering school 
supplies and meeting their 
chidlren’s wardrobe needs, some 
consideration also should be given to 
back-to-school health and safety. 

For example, the end of summer 
vacations means more traffic on 
local roadways. With school buses 
out in force, the potential for serious 
— and even fatal — accidents is 
great. 

Children darting out from behind 
stopped school buses may not be 
seen until it’s too late. So if you’re 
driving your car during school 
hours, be especially alert when you 
are near school buses. 

Remember, under Illinois law, 
you must stop when approaching 
from either direction a school bus 
stopped to pick up or drop off 
students. Wait until the driver turns 
off the bus’ safety signals before 
proceeding. : 

Some safety reminders also are in 
order for parents who drive their 
children to school. The number one 
safety rule is to always use seat 
belts. ; 

Smaller children who are too big 
for toddler car seats can use booster 
seats until they reach a weight of 60 

uunds. 

For older children who can wear a 
lap/shoulder belt, be sure to check 
the positioning of the shoulder por- 
tion of the belt. It should fit across 
the child’s shoulders, not the face or 
neck. If the child is too small for a 


proper fit, place the shoulder strap 
behind his or her body. 

A regular physical examination by 
a doctor is another item that should 
be on the back-to-school health and 
safety checklist. 

State law mandates- school 
physicals prior to entering 
kindergarten and the fifth and ninth 
grades. Besides being required by 
law, school physicals are useful in 
identifying health problems in 
children. 

One recent Illinois study revealed 
that significant problems — 
especially hernias and scoliosis — 
were discovered in 11 percent of 
children examined. 

An examination by a physician 
prior to kindergarten also helps en- 
sure that a child has reveived proper 
immunization against the major

Also necessary is the DPT vaccine 
which protects against diphtheria, 
tetanus and pertussis (commonly 
referred to as whooping cough). 

While it is under attack by some 
groups concerned with possible side 
effects, most physicians agree that 
the DPT vaccine is important. 
Serious side effects occur only in a 
very small number of children given 
the vaccine. More serious is the ve! 
real threat of contracting pertussis, 
cases of which are being reported in 
increasing numbers. 

Discuss the benefits and risks of 
the pertussis vaccine fully with your 
doctor before making a decision

parents of young children will con. 
front the issue of keeping a child 
home from school when he or she 
complains of not feeling well. 

Serious illness should be evaluated * 
by a physician. But there are some 
simple guidelines for parents to 
determine whether a child is sick 
enough to stay home. 

Fever, for example, is one impor 
tant warning symptom. No child 
with a fever over 100 degrees should 
be sent to school. And he or she 
should be kept home until free of 
fever for at least 24-hours. Consult 
your physician if the fever persists 

A doctor also should be consulted 
if the child has.a persistent stomach 
ache or one that is severe enough to 
limit the child's activity. A vomiting, 
child should be kept home until he or 
she can keep food down. Symptoms 
of diarrhea also usually warrant 
home rest. 

Children who experience any sort 
of rash also should be kept home un- 
til a physician says it’s safe to 
return. A rash may be the first sign 
of one of many childhood illnesses 
such as measles or chicken pox. 

The most common health problem 
confronting parents will be the com- 
mon cold. The child with a heavy 
cold and a hacking cough belongs 
home jin bed, even if no fever is 
present. 

Complaints of a sore throat alone 
usually aren't enough to keep a chiJd 
home. However, if white spots can 
be seen in the back of the throat or if 
fever is present, keep him or her 
home and call the doctor

MADISON — A final report of the 
North Central Association visiting 
team commended Madison High 
School, the teachers, students and 
Board of Education for its programs 
and goals, Dolores Folkerts, cur- 
riculum director, told the board 
Thursday night 

Henry J. Studnicki, chairman of 
the team, said, ‘‘Without question, 
Madison High School is a fine school 
guided by sound educational 
statements of philosophy and 
objectives. 

The team’s 22 professional people 
were selected for their’ special com- 
petence and ability to make valid 
observations of designated areas of 
the high school program. They 
assessed the present status of the 
school and explored ways to 
challenge the school to make further 
improvements. 

In their study, they noted such 
strengths as the staff and its 
preparation, the interaction of the 
slaff and’ the administration, the 
upkeep and condition of the school 
building, a good learning environ- 
ment, the obvious pride of the 
students, the feeling of ownership 
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Madison High praised, more improvements 


conveyed by all, the extra attention 
given to remedial students, and the 
curricular response “to needs 6f 
students and the community 

The final analysis gave categories 
to be considered for further develop- 
ment. The high school faculty has 
organized itself into divisions to deal 
with specific recommendations, in- 
cluding immediate projects, 
changes to be made in the near 
future, and gormation of long-range 
plans. 

In conjunction with the report, 
\Folkerts obtained board permission 
for early release of students on 
several days so teachers can meet 


for in-service sessions to-pian-future 


programs and goals. 

High school students will be 
dismissed at 1:30 p.m. on Tuesday, 
Sept. 9; kindergarten through third 
grades pupils will leave school at 2 
p.m. on Sept. 23; and those in the 
fourth and fifth grades will be 
dismissed at 2 p.m. on Sept. 25. 

One of the intital steps in conform- 
ing to the recomendations is to par- 
ticipate in the Belleville Vocational 
Information Systems, Folkerts told 
board members. They approved 
participation. 

She said, ‘It will cost $2.50 per stu- 
dent for those who use the program, 











which involves BVIS computers for 
information focused on careers and 
courses needed to prepare for a par- 
ticular vocation. 

“Students may explore military 
careers or_utilize the job forecast. 
Seniors can find details of financial 
aid, which colleges offer the courses 
they select, and a list of vocational 
and technical schools. All informa- 
tion requested by the students is 
compiled and sent back to the high 
school. 

“This program can be used by 
teachers, the entire class, 
counselors, social workers, physical 
education staff and others. It offers 
unlimited information to all grade 


“levels,” Folkerts said. 


“The plan is to know the student 
and his needs and work from that 
point, Anothtr phase is the use of a 
computerized system of grading 
tests, which is being instituted: 
Grades will then be put on cards for 
a printout to be given to the 
teachers, so the teacher will know 
what the pupil knows and what he 
does not know and then can work in 
that area to benefit the student. 

“Student motivation is one of the 
goals we have set for this year,’’ the 
director said.

Scott study 


The Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion has approved a $900,000 grant 
for a master plan and environmental 
assessment of a commercial air 
cargo hub at Scott Air Force Base 
near Belleville, Gov. James Thomp- 
son said Aug. 29. 

‘The purpose of the master plan is 
to determine wether a market exists 
for air cargo service out of Scott and 
to design the layout of a proposed 
facility. 

The study also provides for an en- 
vironmental assessment of the im- 
pact on wetlands, farmlands and 
noise for the surrounding area. 

‘The state is putting up $100,000 for 
the studies in addition to the $900,000 
grant from the FAA. 

The study sparked controversy on 
Aug. 27 when the East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council was 
asked to endorse it. Although the 
Council approved it, St. Louis Coun- 

, Executive Gene McNary revived 
irport wars” of the 1970s dur- 
ing the discussion. 

MeNary suggested the Scott study 
was a revival of Illinois’ plan to 
“steal” the passenger airport for the 
metro region, citing the effort to 
build an airport in the Columbia- 
Waterloo area in the 1970s. 

Illinois Divi nm of Aeronautics 
Director Robert Coverdale said the 
state could not flatly rule out the 
ibility of Scott being used for 
pz nger service sometime in the 
future, but he noted a preliminary 
feasibility study had showed ‘‘no in- 
terest by the airlines” at this time. 

The $1 million study will be limited 
to an analysis and plan for using 
Scott for commercial cargo opera- 
tions, he said. :

Coverdale said the study will be 
limited to Scott and will not evaluate 
other Metro East airports. He said

GRANITE CITY — Jamie 
Hogan must like to play defense 
against the Cahokia Comanches. 

‘Hogan intercepted five passes — 
returning one for a fourth-quarter 
touchdown — as Granite City 
pounded Cahokia 27-6 at Memoria!
